TB Hospital Opens 
Emergency Fund Drive 


An emergency fund drive 
to raise $100,000 for the pur- 
chase of equipment for the 
Houston Tuberculosis Hospital 
begins today. 

The drive is sponsored by 
the Men Patrons Division of 
the Elva A. Wright Auxiliary. 

Dr. Dan Jenkins, head of 
the hospital, said the unit was 
in need of many essential 
items. He said that even med- 
ical and surgical items have 
been in short supply at the 
hospital. 

Sterling Stanford, adver- 
tising director for Weingar- 
ten’s, is the chairman of the 
drive. W. W. Zingery is vice- 
chairman. 

Can Save Lives 

“Modern treatment for tu- 
bercular cases can save many 
lives,” Stanford said. “But to 
get this treatment we’ve got to 
supply the proper equipment 
for the doctors.” 

He pointed out that the 
emergency situation has be- 
come worse yince the city 
has cut its proposed budget 
for the hospital by 40 per cent. 

The fund drive will* last 
for two weeks, Stanford said. 
The contributions may' be

A list of equipment to be 
bought with the proceeds 
from this fund includes med- 
ical and surgical supplies, 
nursing equipment, patient 
welfare items such as air con- 
ditioners and refrigerators 
and equipment for a rehabili- 
tation unit. 

Patients Helped 

The Elva A. Wright Auxil- 
iary was organized to build 
morale in the hospital by 
furnishing small items for the 
patients’ comfort. 

Since it was formed the 
auxiliary has purchased sur- 
gical beds, set up a blood 
bank and now supports a 
physical rehabilitation pro- 
gram at the hospital. 

Honorary chairman of the 
fund is Mrs. Bernard Wein- 
garten. Dr. Dan Jenkins is 
honorary co-chairman.

TB Auxiliary Sponsors 
Campaign for Funds 

The Elva Wright Auxiliary to the Houston Tubercu- 
losis Hospital is actively engaged in the current drive 
for funds to buy needed equipment and supplies at the 


hospital. 

Aided by the Men’s Patron 
Division, headed by Sterling 
Stanford, the goal has been set 
for $100,000. Actively assisting 
in the campaign is Mrs J. J. 
Truitt, founder and first presi- 
dent of the auxiliary. 
gTHE FUNDS will be used to 
buy operative equipment, to 
make repairs on old equipment 
and to provide other supplies 
for the patients. 

Work carried on by the or- 
ganization, founded in 1950 by 
Mrs Truitt, has been to buy 
i articles needed by individual 
patients, equipment for the 
hospital and to co-operate in 
every way with the hospital 
officials, Mrs Truitt said. 

Included in the articles pur- 
chased are new drugs, bedside 
tables, trays, toilet articles, ra- 
dios, televisions and other 
things to add to the comfort 
and happiness of the patients, 
she said. 

At present there are about 
147 adults and more than 30 
children being cared for at the 
hospital.

MRS TRUITT, who is an 
honorary life president of the 
auxiliary, organized the group 
in 1950. Most of the charter 
members belonged to a group 
of doctors’ wives who had met 
regularly for about eight years 
to make bandages and sew for 
patients. 

The auxiliary was named in 
honor of the late Dr Elva A. 
Wright, a pioneer worker in 
the fight against tuberculosis. 

Members do volunteer work 
in the children’s clinic and as- 
sist in keeping the X-Ray rec- 
ord.

For TB Hospital Is Set

A $100,000 emergency fund-i 
raising drive will start Monday 
in behalf of the Houston Tu-I 
berculosis Hospital. 

It will be conducted by the 
newly-formed Men’s Patrons 
Division of the Elva A. Wright 
Auxiliary to the hospital, or- 
ganized at the request of Mrs 
J. W. Grogin, president of the 
auxiliary. She said a dire need 
exists for immediate funds to 
purchase equipment for treat- 
ing patients. The city does not 
have the money available in 
addition to the current budget. 

NEITHER THE hospital nor 
the auxiliary receives any 
funds from the United Fund 
| or the sale of Christmas Seals. 
Since the hospital is operated 
on a charity basis, the patients 
and their families are desti- 
tute. 

The drive will end Aug 4. 
Sterling Stanford, advertis- 
ing director of Weingarten’s, 
is chairman of the Men’s Pa- 
trons Division. He said letters 
asking for contributions have 
already been mailed to 50„000 
Houstonians. Anyone else wish- 
ing to help may make a check 
payable to the Elva A. Wright 
Auxiliary and mail it to Mr 
Stanford in care of Weingar- 
ten’s, 600 Lockwood Drive, 
Houston 1. 

The Men’s Patrons Division 
was organized at a luncheon 
in the Elks Club. Mrs Ber- 
nard Weingarten is honorary 
chairman and Dr Daniel E. 
Jenkins, administrator of the 
hospital, is honorary co-chair- 
man. 

TEN CO-CHAIRMEN were 
named.

Church groups and civic 
clubs will be asked to aid. 

Dr Jenkins gave the leaders 
of the campaign a two-page 
typewritten list of the equip- 
ment the hospital needs on an 
emergency basis. Items ranged 
from a two-channel twin beam 
recording apparatus costing 
$11,570, to a dozen stainless 
steel jars for dressings cost 
ing $55.

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More TB Hospital Aid 
Is Asked by Dr Jenkins 


The outgoing head of the 
Houston Tuberculosis Hospital 
called for more funds for that 
hospital Friday as city and 
county officials announced 
plans for improvements at Jef- 
ferson Davis Hospital. 

Dr Daniel E. Jenkins, whose 
resignation as administrator of 
the TB hospital was announced 
Thursday, said more money is 
urgently needed to operate the 
overcrowded and dilapidated 
hospital. 

MEANWHILE, County Judge 
Bob Casey said he and Mayor 
Oscar Holcombe had agreed to 
ask architects for preliminary 
plans, on some of the most- 
needed improvements at Jeffer- 
son Davis, including a new 
building which would house an 
out-patient clinic and expanded 
emergency facilities. 

These are a part of the $12 
Million city-county hospital 
project recommended by Chi- 
cago Hospital Consultant Ross 
E. Garrett in a recent survey. 

Judge Casey said no imme- 
diate plans had been 'made for 
proceeding with the other 
phases of the project, includ- 
ing the proposed 350-bed hos- 
pital in the Texas Medical Cen- 
ter for patients requiring spe- 
cial treatment. 

I^TEVER, HE said that 


“we will confer with the archi- 
tects about the whole project.” 

The Jefferson Davis plans 
also will include either a new 
administration building or an 
addition to the present build- 
ing, allowing the present office 
space to be used for medical 
purposes. 

Di^ Jenkins, who will remain 
as medical director of the city- 
financed TB hospital, said his 
resignation had nothing to do 
with the fact that the hospital 
is in fiscal difficulties, nor with 
the current controversy over 
what government agency 
should finance its operation. 

He said he simply did not 
have enough time to devote to 
administrative work and want- 
ed more time for his medical 
duties. 

CITY CONTROLLER Roy 

Oakes’ mid-year report showed 
the hospital abojgt $7,500 in the 
red, and he estimated that at 
the present rate of spending it 
would end the year with a de- 
ficit of between $22,000 and 
$30,000.

Note; in njy conversation with Mrs. E. S. Marek, Volunteer worker at the hospital., 
she gave the following facts which she obtained from Dr. Jenkins, on the 
Van. Slyke Blood Analysis Machines. 

The need for two of the Van Slyke Blood Analysis Machines in our hospital 

arose from the stepped up surgery program, since sufficient blood is now available 

for two surgeries each week. These machines are used to determine the patients 

condition for surgery and also to keep a constant watch on the post-surgery condition* 

At the present time, patients have to be sent to other hospitals in the city, 

(we have no ambulanee, just a delapidated '5>2 Station Wagon that is used for everything 

that a truck is needed for.) taxing the patients strength, delaying surgery, and 

since they cannot be sent out for several days after surgery, our doctors just have 

to guess the condition from the limited examination they can make without equipment — 

many ti es our Dr. Dan Jenkins makes several trips back to see the patient the night after 

surgery - - or sits by them 'til midnight or later, when their condition is critical, 

these machines would enable a nurse or technician to keep a constant watch and call 

the doctor if necessary and would mean that surgery for patients would be made safer* 

We need many items of labratory equipment, but the most critical need is for 

these Van Slyke machines, costing $275.00 each. Our surgery pavilion has two sections- - 

one for male and one for female patients, and too, those machines are used to recheck each 
other o 

The hospital budget cannot bear this expense — since it has been cut k&% - 
leaving money only for bare necessities* 

If we ever get a new hospital, any equipment bought now would still be needed 

and would be moved. Machines are listed in equipment catalog

Dear Doctor Phillips: 

Thank you very much for your letter regarding the recent meeting of the Mens' Patrons 
Division of the Elva A. Wright Auxiliary to the Houston Tuberculosis Hospital. 

I wish I could help you because, as you know, a great portion of the surgery which I 
did was for people with tuberculosis. I feel very close to this problem and I am well 
aware of its ramifications. Off hand, I have no idea of the percentage of people who 
would develop tuberculosis following a proven negative x-ray of the chest. 

At the present time, our experience with the Catastrophic Illness Endorsement is such 
that we are unable to give consideration to adding any other diseases for coverage on 
a catastrophic basis. The experience with this Endorsement was very good up until the 
time cancer was added. As you know, this was done at no extra cost to those who at 
that time were covered by the Endorsement. Since this time, the percentage has under- 
gone a reversal, so much so that the rate being charged had to be increased in order for 
us to continue to provide this catastrophic coverage, in other words, we are just not in 
a position at this time to consider any adjustments. It may be that at some time in the 
future this problem may come up, and if so, I will promise you that we will give due 
consideration to this disease. 

I appreciate your interest in this program and your letter. Be sure and let me know any 
time that I may be of help.

Res Inquiry concerning incidence and cost of medical care for Tuberculosis 
Dear Dr. Phillips: 

Your letter of August 30, 1956 has been referred to me for reply. 

The incidence rate of tuberculosis per 100,000 in *' insurable” groups 
is about 20 per year depending upon the average age of the group insured and 
assuming that the standards for insurance are comparable to those set by the 
Metropolitan for issuance of Accident & Sickness coverage to its policyholders. 

Insurance against the cost of care for persons contracting tuberculosis 
is a Casualty insurance and as such could not legally be added to a Life insurance 
policy. In the case of our own Company, it would be unsuitable for us to issue 
other than complete disability coverage as compared to polio or special coverages 
issued by casualty companies. 

The question as to what additional premium would be required for a 
policy to cover the cost of treatment for tuberculosis cannot readily be 
answered, because a great deal depends upon the physical condition at the time 
of application. If the insured were in good health, the premium would be too 
small for a separate policy when the cost of handling is considered. If, for 
example, the rate of 20 per 100,000 healthy lives is taken as the incidence rate 
and the cost of care is assumed to be $10 per day, the resultant net cost per 
year per person would be in the neighborhood of 75 centsj or sin annual premium of 
perhaps $1 might be charged to cover this cost and the expense of handling, 
provided that 100,000 lives could be insured. Unless such a number bought the 
policies, it would not be feasible to issue such insurance , as the premiums 
mentioned would not be applicable to small groups of insured lives. 

We are very happy to have been able to be of service to you in furnishing 
this information and trust that we have answered your questions satisfactorily.
